WASHINGTON — The Senate voted 
overwhelmingly Thursday to toughen the 
country’s immigration laws to stymie 
those attempting to illegally enter the 
United States and make earning a living 
difficult for those who have already ar- 
rived. t ( 

The bill would nearly double the num- 
ber of Border Patrol agents, better equip 
the agents and put up miles of fencing 
and other barriers. For those who still 
manage to come, the legislation would 
track down on the fraudulent documents 
that allow many illegal immigrants to 
work and sharply curb the distribution of 
federal benefits — from welfare to stu- 
dent financial aid. 

Smugglers would face far tougher 
penalties under the legislation, as would 
those who engage in the multimillion dol- 
lar business of manufacturing fake driv- 
er’s licenses, birth certificates and other 
identification cards. The bill also calls for

On Thursday, doctors at Children’s Hospital in Oakland said the 
5-week-old boy likely would survive with lifelong physical and men- 
tal (problems. “His lungs have healed from the pneumonia he had 
last week, but his brain function is still very abnormal ... and he’s 
not fully conscious,” said Dr. Timothy Yeh. 

Permanent brain damage was likely, Yeh said, and the child 
probably will have “some evidence of a disability" throu gh out his

Drug investigation nets 156 arrests 

WASHINGTON — Federal, state and local drug agents Thursday 
wrapped up an investigation of Mexican and Colombian cocaine 
smuggling and distribution networks operating in the United 
States, resulting in the arrest of at least 156 persons. 

The alleged scheme involved cocaine from the Cali cartel being 
shipped to Mexico, where “Mexico Federation" operatives then 
smuggled it across the border, primarily through Arizona and Cali- 
fornia, using cars and trucks equipped with “traps,” or smaH hid- 
den comportments.

- reported asthma deaths among 
young pcqple more than doubled 
■between 1980 and 1993, with 
blacks hit far harder than whites, 
the government said Thursday. 

From birth to 4 years old and for 
ages IS to 24, blacks were six 
. times more likely than whites to 
die of asthma in 1993, the most 
recent year for which figures are 
available, the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention said. 

Blacks ages 5 to 14 were four 
times more likely than whites that 
age to die from asthma in 1993. 
the CDC said. 

“Pan of it may be due to poor 
access to medical care and socioe- 
conomic factors, but we’re really 
;not sure what to attribute it to," 

; said Carol Johnson, a CDC epi- 

• demiologist. 

More research is needed to fig- 
ure out why asthma deaths overall 
are on the rise, but improved diag- 
nosis may simply have resulted in 
more reported cases, Johnson said. 

■ In addition, the CDC said, 25 per- 
cent of American children live in 
,areas that exceed federal stan- 
dards for ozone, which irritates the 

lungs. 

Dr. LeRoy Graham, a pediatric 
lung specialist affiliated with the 
American Lung Association, said 
he CDC numbers reinforce trends 
hat hare existed since the late- 
1970s. He attributed the higher 
asthma death rate among blacks 
to a lack of Quality health care. 

“Many African-Americans still 
eceive a large portion of their — 
lealth care in clinical settings 
where they don’t get exposed to — 
providers who are as knowledge- 
able about asthma or up-to-date 
about the latest treatments," he 
said.

just how much of your money? That’s what 
Congress is deciding right now, as it begins de- 
bate on next y-caris budget. One thing’s fee - 

sure: It will be a sum so large — around S1.6 
trillion — that it is nearly impossible to grasp. 
But let's try, using this year's smaller SIS tril- 
lion budget as a reference point. 

There are only three economic sums in the 
entire world larger than the federal budget. 

In 1994, the gross national product of the 
United States was $6.7. trillion. Japan's was 
$43 trillion. Germany's just over $2 trillion. 
The’ federal budget for the United States - 

comes in fourth at $1.5 trillion, ahead of the 

entire GNP of France, Italy or England. In 
fact, our budget is larger than the entire 
economies of South Korea, the Netherlands, ^ 
Australia, lin'd India combined. 

If these numbers are not shocking 
enough, listen to this: Built-in, automatic 
spending increases guarantee that die gov- 
ernment will only get bigger. According to 


Hodge, if there are no changes in current 
law, during the next seven years, the feder- 
al government Will spend S12.8Trillion. 

And even if the Republican Balanced Bud- 
get Act were passed and signed into law,

Chance reunites father and son after 27 years 


PUEBLO, Colo. (AP) —Tor gas 
station derk Nueng Garda,' it was 
just another day on the job until 
he noticed the name of one man 
who paid with a check. 

“Are you John Garcia?" he 
asked the man. 

-——Yes," came the answer. - 

“Were you ever in the Air 
Force?.

“Did you ever have a son?" 

With that question, the two 
stared at each other and realized 
at the same moment that they 
were the father and son who had 
been separated -27 years ago and - 
half a world away.

Seventy years ago, the future 
Queen Elizabeth II entered the 
world by caesarean sectiori.'the 
first child of then-Duke and 
Duchess of York. Though third in 
the line of succession. Princess 
Elizabeth Alexandra Mary (named 
after her mother, grandmother and 
' great-grandmother), wasn’t expect- 
ed to ascend to the throne, let 

alone become the matriarch of-the- 
world’s most public dysfunctional 
family. 

But her parents had no sons, 
Edward VIII fell in love with 
Wallis Simpson, his successor. 
George VI died prematurely, and 
thus in 1 952 at age 25, the shy, 
corgi-loving “Lilibet” (as she~is 
known to her family) became 
Q^cen of Great Britain, Head of 
the Commonwealth, Defender of 
the Faith. (And arguably the only 
woman in the world who doesn't 
worry about a professional glass 
ceiling.) 

Being queen has its disadvan- 
tages, such as a continual stream 
of unauthorized biographies, the 
latest of which is the thorough, but 
not particularly illuminating, 
“Elizabeth” (Farrar, Straus &

Giroux, $30), by Sarah Bradford, 
who is in private life the 
Viscountess Bangor. Readers 
familiar with earlier, livelier por- 
traits, most notably “Majesty,” by 
Robert Lacey (1971), “The 
Queen," by Elizabeth Longford 
(1.983), and “Sovereign,” by 
Roland Flamini (1991), wilt find 
few surprises; in fact the author' 
uses many of the same quotes and 
anecdotes.

One night, the graveyard gives 
. him a living fright: vile bully Injun

But 
that was comedy, and “Money 
Train" has so few laughs, so much 
action and so much confused plotting 
that it’s sometimes hard to tell the 
cops from the bad guys. 

Snipes and Harrelson take turns 
posing as reeling derelicts on subway 
platforms, acting as bait for potential 
thieves. When they goof up, which is 
often, they face the wrath of their

“American Quilt” begins with 
Finn (Winona Ryder) — a 26-year- 
old graduate student — coming to 
spend the summer at the country 
home of her grandmother (Ellen 
Burstyn) and great-aunt (Anne 
Bancroft). All the young woman is 
looking for is a peaceful place to 
work yn her master's thesis 
(women’s handiwork in tribal cul- 
tures) and to reconsider her rela- 
tionship with her boyfriend.

Lawn jockeys have white faces in 
White Maris Burden, a provocative if 
ultimately unsatisfying film drama 

that deals with racial issues. 

Set in a parallel universe, this 
work of “ sod o- fiction" describes an 
America in. which relations .between . 
blacks and whites are pretty much 
the opposite oPtvhat they actually 
are in this country. Blacks, in other 
words, have most of the power while 
many whites are members 61 a strug- 
gling underclass.

White Man's Burden, it. would have 
been intended as a cautionary file., 
about' the perils of reverse disorimi- ‘ 
nation. But Desmond Nakano, a 
Japanese- American filmmaker, has a 
different agenda. 


He clearly wants to sensitize the 
majority population to the concerns 
of minorities. And for minority mem- 
bers, this film may have a c e rt ai n 
appeal as a turna bout -is-f air-play fan- 
tasy. 

A screenwriter (“Last Exit to 
Brooklyn" "American Me”) making 
his directorial debut, Nakano

HAGERMAN — “ A" local spring- water 
user has asked state officials to shut off a 
nearby, junior water permit holder - but 
the local watermaster says he takes his 
■ marching orders from a 64-year-old feder- 
al decree, not the Idaho Department of 
Water Resources. 

Moreover, the call for water has gener- 
ated a -.deadline for Hagerman 
Watermaster George Lemmon to curtail 
other water rights - including one of his 
own - that ore used for fish farms. 

Simply put, the 1932 federal decree 
says Hagerman water users can divert 
water for any beneficial purpose - any- 
time they want. That collides with Water 
Resources’ policy, which claims authority 
over how, and when, water can be used. 


Some fish farmers have water permits 
specifying that the water be used for year- 
round fish propagation, but others don’t. 
Water Resources!* willing to let fish 
farmers with non-specific water permits 
use Billingsley Creek water - as long as 
the watpr also is used for irrigation. 

When Water Resources says the irriga- 
tion season is over, then Lemmon will be 
ordered, to shut-off fish operations - includ- 
ing oneofWs own - that don't have fish 
propagation rights' to water from Big 
Spring. Billingsley Creek or its tributaries. 

. The order stems from a dispute that 
began in April, when Ken. Ellis - doing 
business a< Aoua Life Inc - wrote to 
Water Resources. Ellis demanded that 
junior water users, including Robert 
Tuppcr, be shut off in order to fill his 
own, older water permits. 

Water Resources ordered Lemmon to shut 


off two of Tupper’s water rights and limit 
delivery of a third to no more than 0.6 cubic 
feet of water per second. Tuppo-, 76, owns a 
trout and sturgeon operation that’s been 
leased out to a contract operator. 

“I’ve used that water for fish for 17' 
years," Tuppcr said. “I had a water right 
before Ellis ever came around." 

Ellis countered that his fish water right 
is 20 years older than Tupper’s. but 
Tupper is getting more than the 1 cfs he's 
entitled to while Ellis is gening less than 
his 4 cfs. Water Resources confirmed 
Ellis’ charge in a series of field investiga- 
tions earlier this year.

Lemmon - who has been Hagerman 
watermaster fur 40 years - said hewon't cut 
Tupper off until Water Resources considers 
additional information. Until then. Lemmon

Karl . Dreher,_ director, of . Water 
Resources, said he’ll hear Lemmon out. 
“but in the. end, he is an employee - and 
there is a relationship between employers 
and the employee.. 

“In the end. I’m the one who has w 
make the final interpretation." Dreher 
said in a telephone interview Thursday. 
"Sometimes those decisions are based on 
other information that George doesn’t 
have" - including advice from a battery of 
lawyers'. ' ’

Water week 
teaches 
awareness

ACEQUIA*^— About 400 sixth 
graders loured the first federal 
water project built on the Snake 
River Thursday as part of Water 
Awareness Week 1996. 

The students learned how the 
Snake River is regulated by the 
Bureau of Reclamation and 
diverted by local irrigation com- 
panies. They also learned about 
— habitat-around water -hydroelec- 
tric production, and about the 
construction history of the dam 

—and ■canal -system. 

Before the tour, the sixth 
graders also visited the Burley 
water and sewer treatment facili- 
ties and the Burley Irrigation 
District shop and pump station. 

District Manager Randy 
Bingham narrated a slide show 
explaining how the dam and 
power plant were built in 1904 
and how parts of the canals were 
dug through solid rock. The dam 
raised the river level 60 feet and 
diverted enough water through 
canals to irrigate 120,000 acres at 
that rime. 

By 1909 a power plant at the 
dam was producing surplus 
hydroelectric power and enabled 
the first fully electric school in 
the world to be built in Burley, 
Bingham said. He also showed the 
students how technology has 
changed farming. 

Until the 1950’s potatoes were 
“still-plowed and picked from' the " 
fields by hand. Alfalfa was cut 
and stacked loose, using horse, or 
mule-powered derricks and until 
the 1940’s wheat and grain crops 
were still stacked in the fields in 
bunches and then hauled to a cen- 
tralized, steam-powered threshing 

machine, he said 

“In the 1940’s a new machine 
made it possible to mechanically

harvest one row of sugar beets at 
a rime," Bingham said “Now we 
plant 12 rows and harvest six 
rows at a rime."

Alan Whitely, a Bureau of 
Reclamation power plant electri- 
cian, showed the students how 
the new power plant is being 
built. When complete in 1997, the 
S30 million plant will generate 31 
million watts-of-elect ricity— 
enough to power about 1,000 sin- 
gle family homes, he said

wake up call to parents 


BOISE (AP) — In J&ly, Idaho 
will begin requiring grandparents 
to be financially responsible for 
raising a grandchild if the young- 
ster^ parents arc minors. 

Other states which adopted sirni- . 

• lor systems earlier have conflict- 
ing results whether it saves money 
— or- makes families more respon- 
sible in child-rearing. 

Beginning July 1, the state will, 
require maternal and paternal 
grandparents to take on.those 
costs. 

Starting Jan. 1, any state-issued 
license, such as a drivers license 
or occupational license, may be 
suspended or revoked if a parent 
falls behincTin three-months’ 
worth, or S2.000, of child-support 
payments. 

The license suspension also 
applies to people who have been 
denying visitation rights to the 
o tiler parent. 

The laws were part of a welfare 
reform package passed in March. 
Although most of the package is 
aimed at cutting benefits to save 
taxpayers' money, others are 
aimed at. increasing child-support 
collections. 

State Bureau of Child Support 
Services spokeswoman Tammy 
Kramer said the grandparent mea- 
sure is aimed at making sure that 


both maternal and paternal grand- 
parents share, equally in the cost : 
of raising a grandchild. 

“It’s an issue of fairness," she 
said. “We’re finding that h minor 
teen, often, the girl, is living with 
her parents and her parents are 
supporting her and the child, 
while the other parents may not 
be sharing in the responsibility. 

“And itYa wake-up call to get 
parents talking to their children ... 
that if their teen is sexually active, 
there’s going to be some responsi- 
bility." 

Idaho Health and Welfare 
Department statistics show that in 
1994, there were 621 girls 
statewide who Had children. 

Health and Welfare officials 
estimate the license-suspension • 
law could raise as much as $11 mil- 
lion in child-support payments. 

So far, there are five other 
states that have grandparent lia- 
bility laws. 

Thirty-two have a version of a 
license-suspension law that kicks 
•in when a parent is behind in child 
support. 

In Wisconsin, a grandparent lia- 
bility law was passed in 1985. But 
only six or seven cases have actu- 
ally been pursued under the 
-statute, said Ruth Sattler'of the 
state's child support division.

The U.S. District Court jury 
received the case following dosing 
arguments on Wednesday and 
deliberated about four hours over 
two days before returning its ver- 
dict against Jerry Keenan. 

Keenan, S3, was accused of King 
to government agents shortly after 
the Dec. 17 attempt ind Later to a 
federal grand jury that indicted 
Joseph Bailie for planting the 
bomb. Keenan was pot implicated 
in the actual inddent. 

Under complex sentencing 
guidelines, Keenan could face up 
to five years in prison or receive as 
little as probation at his sentenc- 
ing Aug. 14. 


In dosing arguments, opposing 
attorneys painted a picture of 
Keenan as being either a Liar or as 
a man who skimmed over details 
about a man he considered to be 
on unimportant loudmouth. 

“He intentionally told half 
truths and in some instances, flat- 
out lies. He tends to conveniently 
forget a lot," Assistant U.S..- 
Attorney Ronald Rachow told the 
jury. , 

“The only explanation that 
makes any sense is that he simply 
forgot. People remember things 
differently," Keenan’s attorney, 
Ben Walker, contended. 

Rachow said Keenan told agents • 
a few days after the attempt that 
he had never heard Bailie disr-ns* 
explosives and that Bailie had 
been at Keenan’s Gardnerville 
nursery only once, then down- 
played testimony that Bailie had 
been there at least three times. 

“Jerry Keenan never took it 


seriously,” he said. 

But Walker said that it was 
Bailie Keenan did not take seri- 
ously. 

“He was an inconsequential per- 
son. Mr. Keenan didn't even know * 
his last name. 

He was just a town nut who ran. 
off at the mouth. Is it so unreason- 
able that he can’t remember 
everybody who comes into his 
nursery?”

SALT LAKE CITY <AP) — 
Fremont Indian bones reveal 
che m ical traces that confirm com 
a primary stable of the state’s pre- 
historic residents, a University of 
Utah researcher says. 

Using stable carbon isotope 
analysis of bone fragments, Joan 
Col train identified chemical com- 

C3 residue in the bones is reflec- 
tive of wild plants, she said, while 
com, or maize, is a C4 plant. 

By measuring the amount of C3 
or 04 in the bones, Coltrain can 
estimate hpw much of the 
Fremont diet was comprised of 
wild plants and how much of 
domesticated com. 

After examining 54 prehistoric 
burials, most of them from the 
shores of the Great Salt Lake, 
Coltrain concluded some 
Fremoms ate a lot more com than 
researchers had previously 
thought Others subsisted on-a diet 
of mostly wild plants. 

Yet others lived on a mixed diet 
^-ofwiH -and -cultivated resources- — — 
the pattern that archaeologists 
have typically ascribed to the 


Fremonts who lived in Utah from 
about AD. 200 to AD. 1300. 

Col train's research supports the 
idea that some Fremont Indians 
lived in small villages and ate pri- 
marily corn, much like their 
Anasazi neighbors to the south.

V mi dash off an angry electronic 
message to a friend about your 
unreasonable boss. No big deal: 
you're just blowing off steam. 

Big deal: You’re fired. 

Even if your friend believes she 
has erased the message, that note 
can be read or reproduced legally by 
your boss, or your friend's boss, or by 
anyone working for the computer 
’ services that generate, process or 
receive electronic mail. 

Despite privacy concerns, there is 
linle federaj law protecting electron- 
ic mail. Policies concerning privacy 
vary greatly among the companies 
and universities that provide access 
to the Interne! . Increasingly, people 
are finding that they can be held 
responsible for their often hastily cre- 
ated messages. ‘ - 

'it’s become a cliche that e-mail is 
more like a postcard than a letter in a 
sealed envelope." said David Sobei. 
an attorney with the private 
Electronic Privacy Information 
Center in Washington. In fact, he sug- 
gested, e-mail is “like a postcard that 
might be getting Xeroxed in even- 
post office it might pass through." " 
And electronic mailings arc 
becoming more commonly used as 
evidence in courtrooms and corpo- 
rate boardrooms.

If you’re too III to work, will your paycheck suffer? 


The Washington Post 

What would you do if, you suddenly 
became ill and needed to take an extended 
sick leave? How would you preserve your 
job and survive finan ciall y? 

The best way- to deal, with a crisis thar 
most peoplft don't expea, personnel experts 
say, is to expea it — and then plan for it. 
The planning requires learning a few funda- 
mentals — the varying benefits that are 
offered by employers, insurers and the gov- 
- eminent; how to ask-yo ur c o mpany for time 
off; the rights you have under federal law; 
and the ways in which you may be able to 
keep working. 

“Thebesx actlonrureniployec cuTtake is 
to find out what benefits, are available and 
then manage them in such a way as to limit 
any potential gaps in coverage or income," 
said Michael Carter, senior vice president of ' 
the Hay Croup, a management consulting 
firm that specializes in workplace issues. 

“Generally, employees who have been 


with an organization for five to 10 years 
have no gaps," Carter said. “Unfortunately, 
the shortcr-length employees tend lo have 
more problems." ! 

If your company has- an enrollment peri- 
od that lets you choose from a menu of ben- 
efits, including health and disability insur- 
ance, check the material carefully and 
choose your options based on the possibility 
that you someday might need sick leave. 
Carter and others advise. 

But before those benefits are needed, 
vcorfcers can use the basic paid siclcleaye" 
that most companies offer in varying 
amounts — a resource that experts say 
shouldn ' t be u sed casually, “ Whethcryau- 
accumulate sick time or receive it in one 
lump sum. only use it for true sickness." 
Carter said. 

Even to use accrued sick leave, it's impor- 
tant for workers to follow company policies. 

Call your supervisor immediately, or have 
someone else call if you can’t, especially if 
you need to be out for more than five con- > 


secutive business days, personnel experts 
say. Some employers may require a doctor's 
certificate if you're going to be out a long 
-tunc 

John Teehan, a personnel-policies consul- 
tant for Prudential Insurance Co., recom- 
mends that people who are sick for more 
than five days call their supervisor each 
day. Prudential and other companies 
require employees to do that, and those 
who don’t receive counseling on the rules. 

C arter a lso su gge sts as king whether you 
can work from - hojne, iFIt Vfea'sibleT He 
notes that many employers are flexible 
about wo/k arrangements and may work 
j with .the. employee- to-cume-up-with -some- 
thing that benefits both. 

But for workers- who can't, and still need 
to pay bills, there are short-term and long- 
term disability insurance plans that are part 
of many. benefits packages and can be 
selected in open-enrollment periods. 

1/ your company doesn’t offer such poli- 
cies, insurance companies do. Prudential’s 


short-term disability plan, tor example, 
allows as much as 26 weeks of paid leave for 
employees of less than' five years service, 
and 52 weeks for workers who have had 
their jobs longer than five years. Workers 
need medical certification for absences of 
five consecutive business days or more. 

Long term disability insurance, which 
generuUy kicks in after a worker has. been 
unable to work for six months, is offered by 
98. percent of medium-sized and large

Dummy’s heayt ace won the 
first trick and South led a trump 
to his ace. guarding against losing 
to a singleton queen. He led to 
dummy's heart king to lead anoth- 
er trump, finessing his jack. The 
jack held, but East still had theJQ^. 
to' for a'sure trump winner ” - 

South cashed his trump king 

a nd then tried dubs. If East had 

three or more clubs. South could 
discard a diamond and still make 
his game. No luck there cither. 
East ruffed the third club and 
switched to diamonds, sending 
the game one down. 

Why should South play the 
trumps more cautiously? The only 
J way for the game to fail is for East 
to get oh lead early enough and 
for West to liave the diamond ace. 
Therefore, first priority should be 
. to keep East off lead. 

At trick two. South should lead 
a trump from dummy and insert 
his nine! The deep finesse to the 
trump nine wins, and after repeat- 
ing the trump finesse. South picks 
up an easy overlrick. 

If West had been able to win 
: the first round of trumps with a 
singleton 10. South would still be 
safe. He would cash a high trump— 
to expose the break and then fi- 
nesse against East‘s queen to 
cinch 10 winners.
